These new streets will cross both 
Baden and Miller avenues and it was 
desired to have the grades uniform. 
He asked that the board and the city 
engineers co-operate with the com¬ 
pany in this work. 

Mr. Martin also invited the board 
and City Engineer Kneese to go on a 
trip across the bay with the directors 
of the company and Engineer Havi- 
land to inspect similar work.

If In the course of human events 
"Woodrow Wilson, governor of New 
Jersey, should be duly elected presi¬ 
dent of the United States and inaugu 
rated into office on March 4, 1913. so¬ 
cial life at the White House would be 
In capable hands. The mistress of the 
White House would be a woman who 
Is talented, sympathetic and always 
charming, and with her would be three 
daughters, each of whom has a definite 
vocation in life and peculiar fitness for 
doing at least one thing remarkably 
well. The eldest, Miss Margaret Wood- 
row Wilson, Is. twenty-six years old, 
while Miss Jessie Woodrow Wilson Is 
only a year younger, making her three 
years older than Miss Eleanor Ran¬ 
dolph Wilson, who was born twenty 
two years ago at Middletown, Conn., 
when her father was a professor at 
Wesleyan university. 

The principles of education which 
Woodrow Wilson advocated while 
president of Princeton university were 
put into practice In his own family. 
None of the girls went to school until 
after ten years old. The natural in 
cllnations of each were allowed to 
develop to the full extent, and the par¬ 
ents made almost unfelt their guiding 
hands. A German governess gave 
them instruction In French and Ger 
man, and today all three young women 
are very proficient in both languages. 
They fitted for college at a private 
school in Princeton. 

Miss Margaret entered the Woman’s 
college at Baltimore in the class of 
1907. At the completion of her sopho¬ 
more year she discovered that she had 
a soprano voice of great possibilities, 
and, acting under advisement, she left 
college for musical training. 

The most serious of the trio is Miss 
Jessie Woodrow Wilson, much of whose 
time is given to educational, philan¬ 
thropic and religious work. She is a 
member of the national board of the 
Young Women’s Christian association 
and is prominently identified with the 
educational branch. She was an honor 
member in the class of 1908 of the 
Woman’s college at Baltimore, gaining 
the golden key of Phi Beta Kappa. 

Miss Eleanor Wilson, known as Nell 
In the family circle and among her in¬ 
timate friends, inherited her mother’s 
artistic ability and has already made 
quite a reputation for herself by her 
productions. She is not a college grad¬ 
uate, having gained her education in a 
private school at Princeton and in St. 
Mary’s school at Raleigh. N. C. Much 
of her artistic training was received 
at the Academy of Fine Arts in Phila¬ 
delphia. 


Progressive Women.

“Good Roads Movement.’’ On De" 
cember 16tli next this county will 
vote for or against a bond issue of $1,- 
250,COO for the construction of a sys¬ 
tem of good roads for San Mateo coun¬ 
ty- 

The survey made by County Survey¬ 
or Neuman has settled the general 
lines of the proposed county road sys¬ 
tem. The lines of this survey are open 
to amendment, and are to be changed 
in one very important and material 
respect. The survey as made and re¬ 
turned to the board of county super¬ 
visors left out roads within the limits 
of incorporated towns. Under this pro¬ 
position as submitted by County Sur¬ 
veyor Neuman the incorporated towns 
of San Mateo county would, in case 
the bonds carried, have to pay the 
county bond lax and in addition pay 
the cost of the construction if the pro¬ 
posed roads within the limits of the 
municipality. This proposition means 
double taxation upon all property 
owners within incorporated towns. 

» A majority of the electors of Ban 
Mateo county are residents of Ban 
Mateo county municipalities. There¬ 
fore, upon the simple statement ot the 
situation, it was in evidence that the 
bonds could not be carried upon any 
such unfair scheme. 

After a very full discussion of the 
entire subject the board of supervisors 
adopted a resolution which in sub¬ 
stance provided that all roads passing 
through municipalities in Ban Mateo 
county, built by the Btale Highway 
Commission or by the county of Ban 
Mateo, should be paid for out of the^j 
proposed $1,250,000 county bond issue 


lution adopted by the Ban Mateo 
board of supervisors. The county 
papers this week publish a map show¬ 
ing the lines of road to be constructed 
out of the proposed county road bonds 
and this map omits Ban Bruno road 
through Bouth San Francisco and the 
Halt Moon Bay and Ban Mateo road 
through Hillsborough and Ban Mateo. 
In other words the map shows the 
state highway is to be constructed 
through the municipalities out of the 
bond issue, but no other roads. This 
would be a one-sided and utterly an 
unfair proposition and is not the pro¬ 
position embodied in the resolution 
passed by the board of supervisors. 

There must be no double taxation, 
whether it be for the construction of 
the main stale highway or any road, 
a part of the county highway system. 

The advisory committee is hereby 
asked to take this matter up and have 
it clearly understood and definitely 
settled before any bond scheme is sub¬ 
mitted to the voters of Ban Mateo 
county. We are all for good roads. 
We can and will win if you submit to 
the people a fair and equitable propo¬ 
sition.

FOOD MEANSPURE FOOD 


“Food'’ means pure food. To sell 
for food anything which is not fit to 
eat, or which is not just what it pre¬ 
tends to be, is against the law. This 
is the basis on which the food and 
drug laboratory, maintained by the 
state at the University of California, 
under the direction of the state board 
of health, is defending the consumer 
against men of ill will among the 
purveyors of food and drink. 

For conference with the American 
leaders in the pure food movement, 
Dr. M. E. Jaffa, professor of nutri 
tion in the University of California 
and director of the food and drug 
laboratory, has gone to Beattie, to the 
annual convention of the Association 
of National and Btale Food and Dairy 
Departments. 

Since the pure food laboratory was 
established at the University, 8500 
samples of foods and drugs have been 
examined; 1850 citations have been 
issued, requiring dealers to cease 
adulterating, or using labels which 
deceive, and in not a single case have 
the laboratory’s findings of fact been 
disproved. 

Not merely by bringing wrongdoers 
to terms but also by educational 
means does this laboratory help the 
public to get what it pays for and to 
have pure food to eat. The honest 
dealer is glad to be warned against 
goods which are adulterated or mis¬ 
branded, and receives in a co-opera¬ 
tive spirit suggestions for improving 
conditions. The four inspectors of the 
laboratory, who spend their time vis¬ 
iting factories, shops, markets, restau¬ 
rants, etc., not merely to collect sam¬ 
ples for examination, but also give ad¬ 
vice on how to avoid buying bad pro¬ 
ducts, how to make the best use of 
cold storage and refrigerator outfits, 
how to prevent food materials from 
taking up undesirable odors or 
flavors, how to secure proper ventila¬ 
tion, lighting, and plumbing, and 
how to fight the fly, the rat and the 
flea, creatures responsible for vastly 
more harm than the rattlesnake. 

Bliort weights is one matter in 
which the laboratory renders a valua¬ 
ble service. When the laboratory be¬ 
gan its work, it found that butter sold 
as a two-pound roll was commonly 
short, of two pounds by two ounces or 
more. A few prosecutions brought 
about improvement in the general 
creamery practice. This alone means 
a saving to the public of far more than 
the cost to the state of all its pure 
food work. 

How can every family avail itself of 
the protection to its stomachs the 
United Btates, and tiie state, through 
this laboratory are trying to give? By 
buying bottled and can goods, spices, 
condiments, preserves, etc., which 
bear the label, “Guaranteed under 
the Pure Food and Drugs Act;” by 
insisting on having butter made from 
pasteurized cream; by patronizing 
manufacturers, dealers, and restau¬ 
rant men who observe the laws, and 
by requiring that the butchers shall 
sell government-inspected meat, that 
the grocers shall screen out the flies, 
that the bakers shall have clean work¬ 
shops, and the milkmen shall sell 
milk only from cows proved by semi¬ 
annual test free from tuberculosis.

REACHES THIS COAST 


Government Puts Spreckels 
Sugar Merger on Trial 


All the way from the Nation’s capi¬ 
tal the long tentacles of the Federal 
law have stretched across the conti¬ 
nent and through the medium of three 
assistants to the United States Attor¬ 
ney-General began delving into the af¬ 
fairs of the sugar interests on the 
Pacific Coast, the occasion being the 
taking of depositions from California 
men in furtherance of the Govern¬ 
ment’s suit in equity to dissolve the 
American Sugar Refining Company 
and its allied corporations, commonly 
known as the sugar trust. 

The depositions are being taken in 
the First division of the United States 
Circuit Court in the Postoffice build¬ 
ing, San Francisco, before Special 
United States Examiner Wilson B 
Brice of New York, who is being sent 
across the country to gather in legal 
form the evidence which ultimately 
will be presented to the Circuit Court 
Judges in New York. James R. Knapp, 
Goldthwaite H. Dorr and Abel I. 
Smith, assistants to the United States 
Attorney-General, are conducting the 
taking of oral depositions, while an 
imposing array of both local and out¬ 
side legal talent is keeping a watch¬ 
ful eye on the interests of the sugar 
men. 

• The California companies which the 
of an illegal combine, and assisting to 
restrain interstate trade and keep up 
prices are the Spreckels Sugar Refin¬ 
ing Company, the Western Sugar Re¬ 
fining Company, the California Sugar 
Refinery, the Alameda Sugar Company, 
the Union Sugar Company and the 
Spreckels Sugar Company. 

A dozen witnesses have been sub¬ 
poenaed by the Government for the 
hearing in San Francisco and the pro¬ 
ceedings will occupy at least ten days. 

The hearing now taking place is but 
one step in the suit filed by the Gov¬ 
ernment in November of 1910, which 
seeks to dissolve the American Sugar 
Refining Company and its two score 
allied companies on the ground that 
they form a combination in restraint 
of trade and in violation of the Sher¬ 
man anti-trust law. * It is a suit in 
equity, and involves neither criminal 
prosecution nor a fine, but it prays 
the court to adjudge as unlawfully ac¬ 
quired all shares of stock owned by 
any of the corporate defendants in any 
of the other defendant companies. The 
carrying out of such a judgment would 
dissolve the combine and leave each 
of the companies standing solely on its 
own feet. 


AGEU MAN SLAYS 
WIFE THEN SELF 


Son and Daughter Return as 
Father Completes Work 

After slaying his aged wife by near¬ 
ly hacking the head from her shoul¬ 
ders with a butcher knife and leaving 
her blood-drenched body to be found 
by his children in the vineyard, Jean 
Lagier, 70 years old and the richest 
man in the vicinity of Gardena, Cal., 
barricaded himself in his house, and, 
before help could arrive, had made 
away with himself by severing the jug¬ 
ular vein with a pocket knife. The 
double crime was committed on the 
ranch where the Lagiers have resided 
for over thirty years, and where they 
have together accumulated a fortune 
estimated at $150,000. No one wit¬ 
nessed the tragedy and Lagier’s son 
and daughter did not even see their 
father’s death, as he had gone to the 
barn under the pretense that he in¬ 
tended taking a nap before the dead 
body of his wife was found in the 
vineyard. 


IMPORTANT FOREIGN NEWS 


Emperor Mutsuhito of Japan is crit¬ 
ically ill. His majesty is suffering 
from affections of the stomach and 
brain. 

More than 100 Koreans have been 
arrested by the Russian authorities at 
Harbin and its vicinity in connection 
with an alleged plot to assassinate 
Prince Katsura, while the Japanese 
ex-Premier passed through that Man¬ 
churian city on his way to St. Peters¬ 
burg. A number of bombs and a quan¬ 
tity of letters and plans containing the 
names of the leaders of the conspiracy 
were seized and will be turned over 
by the Russian officials to the Jap¬ 
anese Dolice.

EARTHQUAKE LEVELS 
CITY OF GUADALAJARA 


Three-Score Distinct Shocks 
Are Recorded 

As the climax of a series of seismic 
disturbances lasting five weeks, Guad¬ 
alajara, Mex., has been shaken to 
pieces by a terrific earthquake. Most 
of the buildings were destroyed, sev¬ 
eral hundred persons killed and many 
thousand rendered homeless. Hardly 
a structure remains intact. Fully 10,- 
000 fled when their lives were imper¬ 
iled. 

The first of the long series of quakes 
did $500,000 damage. They continued 
until sixty-seven distinct shocks were 
registered on the seismograph in the 
Catholic College. The conviction 
spread that the disaster was due to 
the wrath of God because the people 
failed to elect a ticket composed of 
members of the church party. Even 
the educated classes believed they 
would be swallowed by a convulsion 
of nature. 

Guadalajara is the third city in size 
in Mexico, and the capital of the State 
of Jalisco. It is chiefly noted for the 
old cathedral finished there in 1618, 
and for the painting of the Assump¬ 
tion by Murillo, which hangs in the 
church. The principal industries of 
the surrounding country are the silver 
mines and the large cattle farms. 


A further light earthquake was felt 
at Guadalajara, Mexico. The shock 
was of considerable intensity at Man¬ 
zanillo, Colima, Zacoalco and other 
points to the west. The panic has 
abated. The exodus of families con¬ 
tinues. The temporary suspension of 
a large slaughter-house for lack of 
operators is causing a shortage of 
meat. 

TURKS ROUTED IN 
SHARP^ FIGHTING 

Italians Lose Nineteen Killed 
and Eighty-Seven Injured 

General Fara attempted to dislodge 
a large body of Turks which has been 
harassing the region from the oasis 
near Misrata, Tripoli. The enemy, 
however, made a tenacious stand in 
the desert beyond and a fierce en¬ 
gagement ensued. The Turks were 
forced to retreat after four hours of 
sharp fighting. They suffered heavy 
losses. The Italian casualties were 
nineteen killed and eighty-seven 
wounded. 

Tewfik Pasha, Turkish Embassador 
at London, who was appointed Grand 
Vizier, made the stipulation as a con¬ 
dition of his acceptance that the 
Chambers be dissolved. The Sultan 
said that he was not willing to con¬ 
sent to such a condition and appointed 
Ghazi Moukhtar Pasha Grand Vizier. 
Tewfik Pasha will be retained as Em¬ 
bassador. 


Mrs. Lorenzo Lamkin, 55 years old, 
a tourist from Warsaw, Ind., was fa¬ 
tally injured when she tried to board 
the launch Nellie for a trip from Los 
Angeles to San Pedro. As Mrs. Lam¬ 
kin started to step from the pier to 
the launch a heavy swell swung the 
boat from her and she stepped into 
the water. Before she could be res¬ 
cued, the launch had swung back and 
crushed her against the piling. 


It is announced that the strike of 
the longshoremen in New York is 
ended, all the men having returned to 
work. 


OAKLAND MAN FINDS 
INFERNAL MACHINE 


Is Cleverly Set in Loft ot Barn a 
Few Feet From House 

Four hours before his premises 
would have been destroyed through 
the explosion of s can of gasoline, A. 
Joaquin, a contractor of Oakland, 
found a cleverly-made infernal ma¬ 
chine in the loft of a large barn at 
the rear of his place. He notified the 
police and the contrivance was re¬ 
moved to the Central Police Station 
by Inspectors Thomas Woods and 
William Quigley. 

Joaquin discovered the infernal ma¬ 
chine through the ticking of the clock 
attached to it. He was in the hay loft 
feeding his horses, which were on a 
floor below. The regular ticking of 
the clock led him to where the ma¬ 
chine was hidden. He hastily left the 
place and telephoned the authorities. 

The infernal machine consists of 
four dry cell batteries, attached to a 
spark coil. On the box containing the 
spark coil an alarm clock had been 
strapped. It was set to ring at 1 
o’clock. A piece of steel was soldered 
to the key of the alarm device, which 
would insure a contact from the bat¬ 
teries to a long wire, which led to a 
can filled with gasoline. The wire 
was attached to a fuse soaked in the 
explosive. Had the clock run until 1 
o’clock the gasoline would have been 
ignited and the flames communicated 
to the four tons of hay in the loft. 
Joaquin’s house, in which were his 
wife and five children, is but ten feet 
away. 

Joaquin has recently been having 
trouble with striking teamsters. The 
police are investigating, and arrests 
will probably follow. 


TERSE CALIFORNIA NEWS 


With illumination and pageantry 
which turns night into a riotous blaze 
of light and color Santa Cruz has 
abandoned itself to the inauguration 
of a week’s marine pageant and car¬ 
nival on a scale seldom before at¬ 
tempted in California. 

With the expressed purpose of wag¬ 
ing war upon the “tip system,” ex¬ 
cessive hotel rates, poor porter ser¬ 
vice, poorly lighted and ventilated 
sample rooms and poorly handled bag¬ 
gage, a branch of the National Shoe 
Travelers’ Association has been or¬ 
ganized in San Francisco. 

The new Tomales High School 
building, the first in northern Marin 
county, which was completed but a 
few days ago, was formally opened in 
the presence of hundreds of ranchers 
who, with their families, came in from 
all points of northern Marin and 
southern Sonoma counties. 

The State Board of Control received 
notice from a special committee ap¬ 
pointed by it of the purchase for $147,- 
000 of a site for the reformatory for 
first offenders. The site is near Yount- 
ville, Napa county, and consists of 
25,000 acres. The purchase must be 
approved by the Board of Control be¬ 
fore it becomes effective. 

To place a ban on dancing and card 
playing, to more strictly taboo the 
pleasures of the flesh and to effective¬ 
ly discountenance every form of Sab- 
bath-breaking are the ends which will 
dominate the eighth annual camp 
meeting of the Southern California 
Methodist Conference, which has 
opened at Huntington Beach. 

Joseph Landis, following the in¬ 
quest over the body of his father, 
William C. Landis, swore to a com¬ 
plaint charging William E. Clement 
and Dan Thompson with the murder 
of the Buckeye merchant. Clement 
was the complainant on June 1st when 
the elder Landis was arrested for the 
murder of Mrs. W. C . Bradford, 
mother of Clement. 

Trials while you wait will be in or¬ 
der on the road through the Santa 
Cruz mountains. Judge J. W. Pearce 
of Los Gatos will try speeders as they 
are caught by officers under Emile 
Agraz, county traffic officer; will fine 
them or release them without punish¬ 
ment, as he sees fit, and turn them 
loose. Court will be held at the very 
top of the Santa Cruz range. 

Japan will be the first foreign coun¬ 
try to select a site at the 1915 univer¬ 
sal exhibition, and for this purpose 
Messrs. Haruki Yamawaki and Yosh- 
ikatsu Katayama, commissioners of the 
imperial Japanese Government, are in 
San Francisco. The entertainment 
committee of the Panama-Pacific In¬ 
ternational Exposition has planned an 
extensive programme of entertain¬ 
ment for the visitors from the Far 
East.

The 
short courses in farming subjects will 
be conducted this year from Septem¬ 
ber 23d to November 21st. The 
courses are planned for mature and j 
experienced persons actually engaged 
in the business of farming. 

State Printer Richardson has asked 
the State Text-Book Commission to 
place its orders for text-books at once 
to avoid a possible shortage at the 
end of the year. He has compiled 
figures showing that the average num¬ 
ber of books sold by the State from 
July to January each year is 481,722, 
while the State has but 330,233 books 
on hand. After three months, lie says, 
it will be impossible to print text¬ 
books on account of the rush of elec¬ 
tion and legislative literature. 

The title of Miss Orpha Randall 
Marsh to real property situated in 
San Joaquin county and valued at 
$125,000, is to be questioned by the 
Eastern heirs of George E. Marsh, the 
Massachusetts millionaire for whose 
murder William A. Dorr, formerly a 
choir singer in a Stockton church, is 
soon to be tried. Dorr is a nephew of 
Miss Marsh, and it is contended by 
the police that he murdered the mil¬ 
lionaire thinking that his aunt would 
inherit a large part of the estate and 
that he would eventually succeed to 
her "interests. 

The magnificent presents of the 
Whitman-Crocker wedding have been 
removed from San Mateo to San Fran¬ 
cisco, Where they will be placed in 
safety deposit vaults. The presents 
were removed on three vans. A spe¬ 
cial guard was placed over each 
wagon. Detectives have watched the 
presents constantly since the day of 
the wedding, and they were removed 
to San Francisco because of the heavy 
expense of guarding them. The gifts 
represent a small fortune. It is said 
that a well-known insurance firm of¬ 
fered to insure them for $100,000. 

Besides producing the usual six 
crops of alfalfa this season the San 
Joaquin valley has on hand an im¬ 
mense crop of grasshoppers. The west 
side of the valley has been invaded by 
big swarms of the hoppers and in 
some places they have done consider¬ 
able harm to the alfalfa and foliage. 
A rancher near Gustine has hit upon a 
| novel plan for catching the grasshop- 
| pers. He has arranged a bag device 
l on each side of a two-wheeled vehicle 
which he drives through an alfalfa 
field. The horses stir up the grass¬ 
hoppers to such an extent that they 
jump into the bags. A few days ago 
i this farmer collected 165 quarts of 
i grasshoppers, but just what he did 
with them has not been ascertained. 

A verdict censuring both employes 
and officials of the Chicago, Burling¬ 
ton and Quincy Railroad has been re¬ 
turned by a Coroner’s jury which 
heard evidence in the inquest into the 
cause of the death of the thirteen per¬ 
sons killed in the wreck at Western 
Springs, July 14th. Chief among the 
recommendations in the verdict was 
one that men instead of women be 
employed in the signal towers of the 
block system, and Another that dis¬ 
tance signals be maintained at all 
towers to supplement the regular 
block signals. The jury was out more 
than four hours.

San Mateo County was destined by nature as a garden spot and 
it is for the purpose of making its beauties more accessible as well 
as tor serving the county and its residents to their own commercial 
advantage that it has been proposed to gridiron it with a system of 
good roads. It is doubtful if there can be found adjacent to any 
large city in the world a territory so little known as this section of 
the peninsula and one of the contributing causes has been the lack 
of a system of roads that would link together every section of the 
county. 

With the opening of the Panama-Pacific exposition close at hand 
it is absolutely necessary that the county prepare by being in a posi¬ 
tion to lay before the thousands of visitors who will attend that event 
of world wide interest the manifold advantages of the county. This 
can be done successfully in only one manner and that is by the con¬ 
struction of a system of roads that will prove a delight to all who 
may be magnetized down the peninsula by its charms of climate and 
scenery. Millions on millions have been filched from the pocketbooks 
of the farmers and business men of this country by the lack of good 
intercommunicating roads, well maintained. It is high time that San 
Mateo County escaped from this oppressive burden and in this brief 
foreword it is hoped to provide some slight food for thought on the 
part of every voter of the county. It is a big thing but we must have 
it and must begin to acquire it now if we are to acquire material 
benefit from the 1915 exposition. 

In the first road district the estimate covers the cost of construct¬ 
ing two highways, one being built along the present Bay Shore route 
from the county line on the north through Visitacion, South San 
Francisco and San Bruno and connecting with the state highway on 
the Mission Road. This roadway is to be graded for a width of 30 
feet and paved for a width of 24 feet with asphalt, laid on a concrete 
base, the grade in no place exceeding 5 per cent as against 71-1 per 
cent at present. This road will furnish a long needed relief for the 
congested traffic on Mission Road, the present highway being prac¬ 
tically unused on account of its roughness. The total length of the 
roadway exclusive of that portion within the municipal limits of 
South San Francisco is 5.15 miles. Total cost of improvements, in¬ 
cluding grading, paving, culverts, bridges and a retaining wall along 
the waterway at San Bruno, $ 145 , 850 . 

The other road will leave the state highway at Colma and 
will follow the present road through Colma westerly for a distance 
,. 1 feet, then s winging t< * the north of the present road .1 ud 

running on a 5 per cent grade over the hills to Edgeniar, thence 
down the ocean shore along the present road, except where a better 
grade is needed, to the foot of the San Pedro mountain. Here a 
practicable and scenic routt has been laid out with a grade which 
nowhere exceeds 6 per cent. The total length of this road is 16.35 
miles, graded to width of 22 feet as far as the San Pedro mountain 
and 18 feet wide over that barrier, the construction being a solid 
water bound macadam, for a width of 16 feet. The length of new 
right of way required is 10.1 miles. Total cost of improvements, in¬ 
cluding grading, macadamizing, fencing and culverts, $ 181 , 850 . 

In the second district the San Mateo and Half Moon Bay road 
will be considerably improved by reducing the grade near the Crystal 
Springs dam to a 4 per cent maximum and also by locating nearer 
the lakes, which will prove more scenic. The pavement is to be of 
asphaltic character from the limits of Hillsborough to the junction 
with the Belmont road and from that point to Half Moon Bay will 
be of macadam. The present right of way will be used from the west 
side of the lakes to Half Moon Bay, with the exception of the stretch 
between Byrnes' store and the lakes, where the grade will be cut 
down materially. Ail sharp turns are to be modified and the pave¬ 
ment will have a uniform width of 16 feet. The total cost of im¬ 
provements from the Hillsborough westerly boundary to the Colma 
and Half Moon Bay road at Half Moon Bay will be $nr,ooo, with a 
total distance of 11.05 miles. 

The road from Belmont to Crystal Springs Lakes is also included 
in the proposed system and is to be paved with asphalt from Belmont 
to tlie intersection with the San Carlos road at Reid's School and 
from there on to the lakes with macadam. The present right of way 
is used throughout with a maximum grade of 6 per cent, the total 
cost of construction of the 6.34 miles being $ 47 , 500 . 

In the third township the road leading from Menlo Park to Por- 
tola, a distance of 7.02 miles, is to be macadamized for a width of 16 
feet, the only change in the present location being a short stretch 
which will eliminate two bridges and keep the road entirely in this 
county. The total cost of the improvements is estimated at $ 50 , 500 . 

On the Redwood City to San Gregorio route, a location has been 
surveyed for a road with a grade not to exceed 4^2 per cent over the 
mountains and in conjunction with this by using the present road 
from Redwood City to Woodside and the present road from Wood¬ 
ruff Creek to San Gregorio, a most desirable commercial road can be 
secured. From Redwood City to Woodside, the road will have an 
asphaltic wearing surface 16 feet in width and with no turn with a 
radius less than 100 feet. The road over tire mountain and to San 
Gregorio will be macadamized for a width of 12 feet and graded 18 
feet, 'ihe total length of road from Redwood City to San Gregorio 
is 25.51 miles, or nearly two miles shorter than the present route 
with no heavier grade" than a 5 per cent as against the present exist¬ 
ing 12 per cent maximum. The total cost of the road is estimated at 
$ 220 , 100 . 

On the Coast side of the County, through the Fourth and Fifth 
Districts, the road over the San Pedro Mountain will be continued 
into Half Moon Bay, making the total mileage from Colma, 28.15 
miles. The cost of the portion of the road in the Fourth Township 
is estimated at $97-35°- 

This rf'ad is also continued through Half Moon Bay down the 
coast through Purissima, Lobitos, San Gregorio and to Pescadero, 
with tire grade reduced to 5 per cent,—the greatest divergence from 
the present road being from Tunitas Creek to San Gregorio, where 
the present grade is as high as 11 per cent. The road is to be graded 
22 feet wide and pavement 16 feet wide. The total length is 21.37 
miles and the total estimate of cost of improvement is $ 212 , 100 . 

The accompanying map shows a portion of the proposed system of 
roads within the municipalities but as yet it is undecided as to wheth¬ 
er the county will build through the cites or not.
